‘PRESS SHARES BLAME FOR COMPLACENCY’ 


Editors urge easing 


of army censorship 


TEL AVIV. — Israel newspaper edi- 


tors on Friday urged a relaxation 


of military censorship and one of 
them urged its total abolition. 


They were speaking at the second 
session of a Press Council discussion 
on the functions and failings .of the 
Press during the emergency. 

Noah Moses, editor of ‘Zediot 
Abaronot," said the fact that an 
Israeli missile caused the fire at 
Abu Rodeis could have teen pub- 
Ushed here earlier, without harming 
security, as demonstrated by its 
eventual publication after the story 
broke abroad. 

Mr, Moses said his paper had been 
approached on the eve of the Octo- 
ber War by the army spokesman’s 
office and by a “prominent person” 
to play down the enemy concentra- 
tlon at Israel's borders in order to 
avalg panic. By agreeing to such 
requests, the press shared blame 
for creating the pre-war atmosphere 
of complacency. 

Today, said Mr. Moses, papers 
‘were publishing reports on shortages 
of personal equipment in the army 
and were printing letters from sol- 
diers, something which had been 
banned before the war. But even in 
the past, the press had reported 
military trials for theft or disciplin- 
ary breaches in the face of pressure 
ageinst publication.

However, the Russians ‘have 
achieved multiple-warhead technol- 
ogy with their’ land-based misalles 
and U.S. say it is only a 
matter of time before the Russians 
develop such warheads for their 
submarine weapons. 

The first word of the latest So- 
viet submarine advance was dropped 
by Secretary of Defence James R. 
Schlesinger in a Thursday talk, but 
all he said was that the Russians 
have “three submarine programmes 
in operation — ‘three ballistic missile 
submarine programmes.”

As violence continued in Gujarat 
despite the curfew, State Chief Min- 
ister Chimanbhai Patel warmed 
Prime Minister Indira Ghandl and 
her food officials that the situation 
would get more serlous unless the 
central government rushed enough 
food supplies to Gujarat. 

Trouble broke out in Gujaret on 
Thursday following a general strike 
called by student groups, leftist 
trade unions and the right-wing Jan 
Sangh Party in protest against food 
shortages and a sharp vise in prices 
in the past year.
